of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1949,  which  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  2/50,  and  in  general  the  information  is  in  the  same  form 
as  last  year. 

I would  like  to  comment  on  the  following  matters. 

For  the  first  time  since  1939,  the  figures  of  the  population 
civil  and  total  are  given.  The  difference  is  therefore  the  military 
population  of  the  Urban  District — the  figure  for  this  year  being 
2,630. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  given  and  show  no  definite  trend. 
The  total  civilian  population  is  less  by  10.  The  Registrar- 
General  has  this  year  given  a comparability  factor  for  standardising 
the  death  rate.  The  crude  death  rate  is  12.4  and  after  standard- 
isation 9.1  per  thousand.  The  standardisation  takes  into  account 
the  age  groups  in  England  and  Wales,  so  that  the  influence  of  local 
factors  is  lessened. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  for  the  third  year  in  success- 
ion. The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  was  4 compared 
with  51  in  1948. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis. 

No  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  recorded. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinics  were  reasonably  well  attended 
during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

There  are  two  District  Nurses  (Miss  Macmonigall  and  Miss 
Phillips),  who  are  qualified  midwives,  and  since  the  5th  July,  1948 
have  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

There  is  also  a Home-help  service  in  operation,  and  this  is 
administered  by  a County  Council  Organiser  with  headquarters 
at  Farnborough.  Home-helps  in  Fleet,  Hook,  Farnborough  and 
Aldershot,  are  on  call  for  full  or  part-time  service  in  the  area,  and 
the  local  practitioners,  as  well  as  the  District  Nurses  co-operate  in 
the  scheme,  which  is  working  well. 

During  1949,  42  families  in  the  district  received  domestic  aid 
from  the  service. 

This  area,  for  general  hospital  purposes,  come  under  the 
South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Fleet  and  District  Hospital  contains  33  beds,  (9  male,  14 
female,  6 children’s  and  4 private  wards),  and  provides  general 
medical  and  surgical  treatment.  There  is  a separate  children’s 
ward.  There  is  no  resident  Medical  Officer.  There  is  a consult- 
ant surgical  and  medical  staff  in  addition  to  the  Doctors  in  practice 
in  the  area,  who  attend  at  the  Hospital. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  at  Aldershot  Civil 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  newly  constituted  ambulance  service 
provides  for  removal  of  patients  to  hospital  through  the  local 
depots  at  Aldershot  and  Farnborough. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  Tuberculosis,  School 
Medical  Services,  Mental  Deficiency,  Venereal  Diseases,  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  Orthopaedic  Services,  and  the  care  of  pre- 
mature infants  and  illegitimate  children. 

The  special  clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  is  held  at  the  Manor 
Park  House,  Aldershot,  by  the  County  Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester, 
(telephone  3807),  and  the  Director  is  Dr.  R.  D.  Mackenzie.  All 
types  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  there. 
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Chemical  examinations  of  water,  etc.,  are  carried  out  at  the 
Borough  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Southampton,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Council.  The  change 
was  necessitated  by  the  closing  down  of  the  County  Laboratory 
at  Winchester.

Outside  the  District,  but  serving  the  area,  Orthopaedic  Clinics 
for  School  Children  and  infants  are  held  at  Farnborough  and 
Aldershot,  on  alternate  first  Tuesdays  in  every  month,  and  School 
Eye  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Aldershot,  as 
required. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  for  infants  and  school  children  is 
done  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  County  Council  and  is  a free 
service.  Clinics  are  held  monthly  at  Fleet,  and  much  time  is 
spent  in  trying  to  obtain  as  large  a number  of  protected  children  as 
possible.  Parents  may  elect  to  have  their  children  done  privately 
by  their  own  Doctor  if  they  wish,  and  prophylaxis  is  provided 
free  on  demand  to  the  Doctor. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  were  87  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  131  in  1948.  There  was  a big  decrease  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  but  measles  notifications 
remained  about  the  same.

Annual  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1949. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1949,  and  my  third  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  the  area  is  provided  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Company  for  the  following  report 

(1)  Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  area  by  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  and  is  obtained  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Itchel 
and  Greywell.  An  adequate  supply  for  all  purposes  without 
restriction  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

(2)  Samples  of  water  were  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by  the 
Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works,  and  in  supply. 
They  were  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  by  their 
resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologist  and  in  addition  samples  were 
submitted  to  an  independent  specialist  for  report  at  regular 
intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  year  on  all  samples  of  treated  water 
at  the  works  and  in  supply  have  shown  a consistently  high  standard 
of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

Precautionary  chlorination  treatment  is  applied  continuously 
at  all  sources. 

(3)  The  water  distributed  in  this  area  is  a normal  chalk  derived 
water  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(4)  No  action  was  necessary,  so  far  as  the  Company  was 
concerned,  to  deal  with  any  form  of  contamination. 

Six  dwelling  houses  were  provided  with  a piped  supply  leaving 
some  39  houses  with  a well  supply. 

Water  Sampling. 

(a)  Well  Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  2 samples  of  water  from  domestic  wells  were 
taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  Both  were 
found  to  be  polluted  and  the  five  houses  involved  were  provided 
with  a piped  supply. 
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(b)  Public  Main  Supply. 

The  four  quarterly  samples  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company’s  main  supply  were  taken  from  different  parts  of  the 
district,  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory.  The  hardness  figures 
for  the  four  samples  were  11.3  degrees  (Clarke’s  scale),  13  8,  10.5 
and  11.8. 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  regarding  a chalky 
deposit  in  the  domestic  supplies.  Plans  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Greywell  and  Itchell  water  works  were  proceeding  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

(c)  Swimming  Pool. 

A sample  of  water  from  the  public  open-air  swimming  pool 
at  the  Fleet  Country  Club,  Cove  Road,  Fleet,  was  reported  very 
satisfactory,  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

(d)  Sewage  Works  Effluent. 

A sample  of  the  effluent  from  the  Crookham  Military  Sewage 
Works  was  taken  from  a stream  which  flows  through  the  district 
and  which  discharges  into  Fleet  Pond.  Both  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  reports  were  satisfactory. 

The  Military  Authorities  take  monthly  samples  of  this  effluent 
and  the  results  are  sent  to  the  Department.  These  results  are 
always  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

I am  indebted  to  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  D.  Chivers,  for  the 
following  report  : — 

The  sewage  works  have  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  and  samples  of  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Conser- 
vancy Board  have  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Automatic  Compressing  Plant  to  be  installed  at  the 
Pumping  Station  to  deal  with  the  night  flow  of  sewage  had  not 
been  delivered  at  the  end  of  the  year  but  it  was  hoped  to  have  the 
plant  fixed  early  in  1950. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  district.

The  price  of  salvage  was  reduced  during  the  year  but  the 
collection  of  waste  paper  increased  from  89  tons  16  cwts.  in  1948 
to  115  tons  9 cwts.  in  1949. 
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The  refuse  tip  at  Farnham  Road  gave  rise  to  considerable 
nuisance  from  flies  during  the  long  period  of  hot  weather  during 
the  summer  and  regular  treatment  of  the  tips  with  D.D.T. 
insecticides  succeeded  in  controlling  the  breeding  of  flies  although 
not  entirely  destroying  them. 

HOUSING. 

A certain  amount  of  difficulty  was  experienced  in  1949  in 
getting  repairs  done  on  notices  from  the  Department.  This  was 
chiefly  due  to  labour  shortage  rather  than  to  material  shortage 
although  timber  remained  most  difficult  to  obtain.  However, 
urgent  repairs  were  usually  carried  out  in  a reasonable  time. 

Housing  Act,  1936. 

In  1948,  two  dwelling  houses  were  represented  under  Section 
XI  of  the  Act  and  the  position  at  the  end  of  1949  was  that  one  of 
the  houses  had  been  demolished,  whilst  the  other  remained 
occupied. 

Another  dwelling  house  was  represented  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation  during  1949.  The  owner  gave  a written  under- 
taking not  to  re-let  the  house  when  the  tenant  left.  The  tenant 
left  soon  afterwards  and  the  owner  rendered  the  premises  (a 
wooden  structure)  unusable.  It  has  remained  vacant.  Details  of 
housing  inspections,  notices  served,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  a 
succeeding  paragraph. 

Housing  Building  Progress. 

Your  Surveyor  (Mr.  J.  D.  Chivers)  has  kindly  provided  me

I am  indebted  to  your  Housing  Officer  (Mr.  F.  C.  London) 
for  the  following  report : — 

Additional  applications  received  during  the  year  were  75. 

Twenty-six  new  houses  or  flats  were  occupied,  bringing  the 
total  since  the  end  of  the  war  to  87. 

The  Council’s  Points  Selection  Scheme  was  reviewed  during 
the  year  and  it  was  decided  to  make  no  change  for  the  present. 

One  family  was  housed  outside  the  Points  Scheme  as  it  was 
decided  to  demolish  the  accommodation  they  were  occupying. 

During  the  year  the  policy  of  gradual  demolition  of  Hutments 
at  Redfields  was  continued  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  two  of 
the  original  eight  remained. 

All  other  requisitioned  property  remained  fully  occupied. 

It  was  decided  not  to  accept  any  new  tenants  for  Dinorben 
as  vacancies  occurred,  and  it  was  anticipated  that  the  demolition 
policy  could  be  extended  to  this  settlement  in  the  following  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  remained  a member  of  the  North  East  Hants 
Workable  Area  Committee  for  Rodent  Control.  Four  quarterly 
meetings  were  held  and  both  technical  and  administrative  matters 
are  discussed.  The  Committee  serves  as  a forum  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  problems  and  the  resolving  of  the  latter  through  the 
light  of  experience  in  the  four  districts  served  by  the  Committee.

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A free  service  to  both  business  and  private  premises  continued 
to  be  given  and  once  again  the  success  of  the  service  is  in  a large 
measure  due  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator 
(Mr.  H.  Parsons). 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  in  the  area  was  carried 
out  during  February.  Thirty  manholes  in  the  oldest  section  of 
the  system  were  baited  and  no  “takes”  were  recorded.  This  is 
evidence  that  the  sewers  are  free  from  infestation.

Five  premises  were  cleared  of  infestation  by  crickets  (1)  and 
flies  (4). 

In  addition  certain  marshy  areas  and  small  pools  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Fleet  Pond  and  Dinorben  Avenue  were  sprayed 
by  the  Department  for  mosquito  breeeding,  with  some  success. 

Fleet  Pond  and  pools  on  military  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Pond  were  treated  by  the  Military  Authorities  to  obviate  and  prevent 
mosquito  breeding.  Fortunately,  the  prevailing  mosquitoes  are  not 
of  the  malarial  type  although  they  are  the  cause  of  much  physical 
inconvenience. 


SHOPS 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  through  their  Weights 
and  Measures  Department  for  the  closing  and  other  provisions  of 
the  Shops  Acts,  except  for  Section  10  of  the  Shop  Act,  1934, 
which  is  administered  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  provisions  of  the  latter  section  are  carried  out,  and  13 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Two  houses  with  pail  closets  were  connected  to  cesspools 
whilst  4 premises  with  pail  or  earth  closets  were  connected  to  the 
sewer.  In  addition  2 premises  with  cesspool  drainage  were  also 
connected  to  the  sewer. 

Nine  new  dwelling  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  whilst 
the  drainage  of  1 new  house,  situated  in  the  unsewered  area,  was 
to  a cesspool. 

The  position,  therefore,  remains  practically  unaltered  from 
last  year.

The  preparation  of  plans,  etc.  for  the  new  trunk  sewer  from 
Crookham  were  at  an  advanced  stage  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
nearly  all  the  iron  pipes  for  the  scheme  had  been  delivered. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Supply 

There  are  two  producers  of  milk  situated  in  the  Urban 
District,  one  of  whom  is  a wholesaler  whose  supply  goes  to  a 
dairy  outside  the  area.  The  other  farm  produces  ungraded  milk. 

The  number  of  retailers  was  reduced  to  3 during  the  year, 
one  dairyman  having  left  the  district.  Use  of  these  premises  as 
a dairy  was  discontinued. 

The  premises  of  the  3 dairyman  were  maintained  in  a satis- 
factory condition,  during  the  year  and  141  inspections  of  cowsheds 
and  dairies  were  carried  out.  Informal  action  only  was  necessary 
to  secure  compliance  with  the  statutes. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  for  adulteration  shows  an  average 
increase  in  fat  content  but  a slight  decrease  in  non-fatty  solids. 
The  latter  is  undoubtedly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  four 
samples  alone  contained  serious  amounts  of  added  water. 
Details  of  the  quality  of  milk  samples  will  be  found  in  a later 
paragraph. 

Legislation 

The  year  1949  was  indeed  notable  for  the  introduction  of 
new  legislation  dealing  with  the  production,  distribution  and 
measures  to  deal  with  infected  milk.  New  Milk  and  Dairies  Reg- 
ulations came  into  force  on  the  1st  October  and  few  will  mourn 
the  passing  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  The  latter 
legislation  was  completely  out  of  date  and  sanitarians  had  been 
pressing  for  their  repeal  and  the  introduction  of  new  legislation 
for  many  years.  The  new  Regulations  are  a great  improvement 
on  the  1926  Order  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  Local  Authorities 
were  not  given  an  opportunity  to  continue  their  work  on  the  pro- 
duction side  with  the  new  legislation.  If,  however,  the  new 
statutes  and  the  change  of  Authority  results  in  an  improved  milk 
supply  the  changes  will  not  be  regretted.

The  results  generally  show  an  improvement  on  last  year.  Of 
the  6 samples  submitted  to  the  T.B.  biological  test,  none  were 
reported  positive,  whilst  the  two  pasteurised  samples  which  failed 
the  phosphatase  test  were  processed  outside  the  district. 

Copies  of  all  adverse  reports  continued  to  be  sent  to  the 
producer,  dairy  and  the  Authority  concerned,  as  well  as  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  necessary  action.

During  the  year  one  dairyman  adapted  an  existing  building 
for  use  as  a bottling  compartment  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 


There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  statutes. 

On  1st  October,  1949,  several  Acts  and  Regulations  came  into 
force,  together  with  the  repeal  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Orders  and  Regulations,  1936 — 1948. 

The  main  effect  of  the  new  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw 
Milk)  Regulations  and  the  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations  will  be  to  ensure,  eventually,  a safer  and  more  cleanly 
milk  supply  by  the  compulsory  sale  of  only  Tuberculin  Tested  or 
pasteurised  milk.  After  five  years  the  use  of  the  designation 
“ Accredited  ” will  no  longer  be  allowed.  Whilst  the  new  legis- 
lation in  general  will  make  for  more  effective  control  over  desig- 
nated milk  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  the  licensing  of  pasteurising 
establishments  has  been  given  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities, 
which,  in  the  case  of  Fleet,  is  the  County  Council.  However,  the 
Council  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  County  Council  in  this 
matter  by  submitting  reports  to  the  latter  on  pasteurising  estab- 
lishments. A delegation  of  the  County  Council’s  powers  to  Local 
Authorities  would  appear  to  be  the  best  method 'of  administering 
this  particular  Section  of  the  Regulations. 

Ice  Cream. 

Twenty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice 
cream  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  In 
addition  one  cafe  manufactures  and  sells  ice  cream  but  is  not 
required  to  be  registered  under  the  statute.  A separate  room  at 
the  premises  was  specially  adapted  for  the  purpose  and  new  heat 
treatment  plant  was  installed.  86  inspections  of  all  premises  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  the  above 
statute  nor  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947, 
were  found.

Although  no  firm  conclusion  can  as  yet  be  drawn  from  the 
above  results  (the  Metheylene  Blue  Test  is  only  provisional)  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  only  1 sample  fell  below  grades  1 and  2. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  meat  supply  of  the  district  is  still  obtained  from  the 
Farnborough  and  Aldershot  central  slaughter  houses. 

The  handling  and  the  transport  of  meat  and  offals  still  leaves 
much  to  be  desired. 

During  the  months  of  May,  July  and  August  a total  of 
820  lbs.  of  home  killed  beef  was  condemned  in  the  various  butchers’ 
shops  because  of  bone  taint.  In  my  view  this  presents  a serious 
state  of  affairs  and  one  can  only  assume  that  the  hanging  and 
cooling  facilities  at  the  slaughter  houses  are  inadequate  to  deal 
with  the  situation,  particularly  in  hot  weather.  The  distribution 
arrangements,  also,  added  to  the  cause.  Representations  on  the 
matter  were  made  to  the  Area  Meat  Agent  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food. 

During  the  year,  747  inspections  of  all  types  of  food  premises 
were  made,  and  details  of  the  number  of  visits  to  the  different 
classes  of  premises  are  given  in  a subsequent  table. 

Improvements  to  premises  were  carried  out  as  found  necessary 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  food  trades  is  to  be  commended. 
Opportunity  is  taken  when  visiting  food  handling  establishments 
to  talk  to  both  proprietors  and  employees  on  the  principals  of  the 
hygienic  handling  of  food  and  literature  on  the  subject  is  distrib- 
uted to  supplement  these  informal  approaches.  The  standard  of 
hygiene  in  the  food  trades  in  the  district  is  generally  good. 

No  information  on  Clean  Food  Campaigns  additional  to  that 
called  for  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  Circular  M.F.  12/49  can  be 
given. 

There  are  nine  premises  registered  under  Section  14  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  preparation  of  preserved,  etc., 
food.

The  44  milk  samples  contained  an  average  of  3.70%  Milk 
Fat  and  8.42%  Non-Fatty  Solids. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  a producer  at  Fleet  on 
the  10th  December,  1949  and  certified  to  contain  37.3%  and 
43.5%  of  added  water  respectively.  Two  further  samples  were 
taken  from  the  same  producer  five  days  later  (15/12  49)  and  these 
were  certified  to  contain  32.1%  and  33.7%  of  added  water 
respectively.  Samples  taken  direct  from  the  cows  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Proceedings  were  taken  and  fines  amounting  to  £30  plus  £7 
costs  were  imposed.

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The  Rodent  Operator  also  carries  out  the  work  of  unstopping 
drains,  on  request,  at  a charge  to  the  occupier  of  2/-  per  hour. 
This  scheme  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  occupier  and  is  instrumental 
in  the  prevention  of  Public  Health  nuisances. 


Cesspools  are  emptied  at  a cost  to  the  occupier  of  £1/0/0  per 
load  of  750  gallons.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  contract  to 
the  Council  by  a private  contractor  (The  Hampshire  Cleansing 
Service).  This  arrangement  works  well.
